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New techniques and developments have resulted in a marked increase in the variety and 

quantity of electric lamps, including fluorescent tubes, produced in the United Kingdom 

in recent years. In 1956 output reached about £18 million, of which an appreciable 

amount was exported. This week’s picture, taken at Thorn Electrical Industries’ modern 

factory at Merthyr Tydfil, shows some of the glass envelopes used in the manufacture 
of the larger types of incandescent lamps. 

















Upward Trend in Retail Sales 
Continues 


UNE WAS AN ACTIVE MONTH for retail trade. Total sales were higher than in May — usually 

they are lower — and in relation to a year ago the value was a full 6 per cent. higher, compared 

with a 3 per cent. increase (on a year earlier) in May. The high June figures, particularly in the 
clothing and footwear sector, were to some extent due to Whitsun, which occurred three weeks 
later this year at the end of the second week in the June trading period. Taking May and June 
together, retail trade showed an increase on the value last year of a little under 5 per cent., a similar 
increase to that in March-April and to the 5-6 per cent. increase for the five months October-February. 
The steady upward trend in the value of retail sales thus continues. For the first half year; total sales 
showed an increase of 6 per cent. over a year earlier, which compares with increases of 6 and 5 per 
cent. on a year earlier in the first and second halves of 1956. 

A smaller proportion of the increased value of trade this year was due to higher prices and rather 
more to an increased volume of sales than was the case during most of 1956, For the five months 
October-February about one-half of the increase on a year earlier in the value of sales was probably 
accounted for by higher prices. In March-April prices in the retail trade sector probably showed 
little change compared with a year ago so that the whole of the increase in the value of sales appears 
to have represented an increased volume of trade. By May and June prices were again showing an 
increase on a year earlier, but for the two months combined they accounted for capac 
one-third of the increased value of sales, leaving an appreciable expansion in the volume of trade. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


Sales by clothing and footwear shops rose sharply in June and the increase in value over the 
same month last year was as much as 10 per cent. compared with a fall of 6 per cent. in May. Footwear 
sales were particularly buoyant. Trade in the clothing and footwear sector, however, appears to be 
influenced noticeably by the movement of Easter and Whitsun and the warmer weather in June 
may also have contributed to the expansion of trade. In May and June combined, retailers reported 
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an increase of about 2 per cent. over the value of sales a year earlier, 
compared with the 3 per cent. increase in March-April. For the first 
six months of this year, trade in clothing and footwear shops showed 
an increase of 5 per cent. over the value a year ago. Prices in the 
clothing and footwear field this year have been running fairly consist- 
ently at 1-2 per cent. above last year’s level. 

All branches of the clothing and footwear sector shared in the 
general rise in trade during June, but the increase was especially sharp 
in the case of footwear shops, where sales were as much as 18 per cent. 
above the value a year ago, compared with a fall of 11 per cent. in 
May. In the two months May-June combined, sales by footwear 
shops were about 44 per cent. higher in value than in the same period 
of 1956, a slightly smaller increase than in March-April (5} per cent.) 
and much lower than in January-February (14 per cent.). For the 
half-year as a whole, the increase on a year earlier was 7 per cent. 
Among the different types of footwear retailer, the multiple retailers, 
independent retailers and also the department stores in their footwear 
sections all showed similar increases (7-9 per cent.) for the half-year ; 
co-operative societies showed an increase of 3 per cent.

Sales in men’s wear shops in June showed an increase in value of 
9 per cent. over a year ago, following a decrease of 8 per cent. in 
May. For the two months together, the increase was 1 per cent., 
which compares with about 1} per cent. in March-April and nearly 
12 per cent. in January-February. For the half-year the increase was 
ct cent. Multiple retailers showed the greatest increase for the 
«year (7 per cent. on the value a year earlier) and department 
stores in their men’s wear departments showed an increase of 4 per 
cent.; independent retailers reported an increase of 2 per cent. and 
co-operative societies showed no change. 


Sales in women’s wear shops showed an increase of 8 per cent. in 
June on the 1956 value, compared with a fall of 4 per cent. in May. 
For the two months combined, the increase on the value a year earlier 
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was 2} per cent., a similar increase to that recorded in March-April, 
and compared with a 9 per cent. increase in January-February. For 
the half-year the increase was 4 per cent. All types of retailer showed 
increases of 4-5 per cent. for the half-year. 

Stocks of clothing and footwear (as reported by department stores 
and certain multiple retailers) declined seasonally between May and 
June, and also showed a smaller increase over the corresponding 
value last year-8 per cent.— compared with the 12-13 per cent. 
increase at the end of May. These increases for May and June were 
somewhat higher than in earlier months of the year, owing principally 
to a sharp increase over last year in stocks of men’s and boys’ wear. 


Household Goods Shops 


Household goods retailers reported a seasonal decline in sales 
between May and June; this reduction was sharper than last year but 
not greatly different from the seasonal movement in the previous two 
years and probably does not therefore indicate any major lessening 
in the buoyancy which has characterized the household goods sector 
this year. Sales in June were 7 per cent. higher in value than a year 
ago and for the second quarter 9 per cent. higher, compared with a 
13 per cent. increase in the January-March quarter. These sub- 
stantial increases compare with a rise of only 1 per cent. in the year 
1956 over the previous year. Prices of household goods were running 
from 1-2 per cent. above the corresponding 1956 level during the 
first quarter of this year and were probably slightly below last year’s 
level between April and June. The increased value of sales accordingly 
represents mainly an expansion in the volume of trade. 

The value of sales by furniture shops declined seasonally in June 
and also showed a smaller increase (5 per cent.) on the corresponding 
month of 1956 than in earlier months of the year. Sales of furniture and 
furnishings by department stores in June showed a particularly sharp 
seasonal reduction, and were some 5 per cent. below the value a year 
earlier. Sales by furniture shops in the second quarter as a whole 
showed an increase of 9 per cent. over the value a year earlier following 
a 13 per cent. increase in January-March. During the first six months 
of the year, multiple retailers reported an increase of 21 per cent. in 
the value of sales on a year ago; sales by the larger independent 
retailers were 8 pef cent. higher and by medium and small shops 
7 per cent., while department stores, in their furniture and furnishings 
departments, reported an increase of 5 per cent. 

Sales by radio and electrical goods shops (the figures published are 
for independent retailers only) were lower in June and showed a 
smaller increase on a year earlier (8 per cent.) than in recent months. 
For the April-June quarter sales were 12 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, following a 16 per cent. increase in the first quarter. Sales 
by department stores in their radio and electrical goods sections 
showed increases in the first and second quarters of 29 and 11 per cent. 
respectively. 

Sales by radio and cycle shops, cycle shops, perambulator shops, 
showed only a small decline between May and June, and were as 
much as 18 per cent. higher than the value a year earlier. For the 
second quarter as a whole the increase over last year was 17 per cent. 
and in the first quarter 28 per cent. 

Ironmongers and hardware shops in June again reported only a 
small increase (1 per cent.) on the value of sales a year ago. For the 
second quarter as a whole the increase on a year earlier was 3 per cent. 
and for the first quarter 2 per cent. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


June was a steady month for most retailers in this sector, the value 
of sales being 5 per cent. higher than a year ago, the same increase 
as for the second quarter as a whole and only a little less than the 
increase in the January-March quarter. 


The most active kind of business in the sector in June was the 
chemists, photographic goods dealers group, where a sharper seasonal 
increase than usual was reported, and the value of sales was as much 
as 14 per cent. above a year earlier. The later Whitsun and the warm 
weather may have been factors in this high level of trade. In May 
and June combined, sales showed an increase in value of a little over 
10 per cent. compared with a year ago, much the same increase as in 
March-April. For the first half year sales were slightly less than 
10 per cent. up on last year’s figure. 


Retailers in the confectioners, tobacconists, newsagents group 
reported a small seasonal rise between May and June, the value of 
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sales being 3 per cent. higher than a year ago. Although this is a 
smaller increase than in most earlier months of the year, the percentage 
increases on a year ago since May have no been inflated by 
a higher prices of cigarettes and tobacco which followed the Budget 
ast year. 

Booksellers, stationers (separate figures are available for independent 
retailers only) reported a decline in sales in June, and the value was 
only 2 per cent. higher than a year ago. Sales in the second quarter 
showed a smaller increase on a year ago than in the first three months 
of the year—4 per cent. for April-June as against 9 per cent. in 
January-March. 

Sales by jewellers, leather goods and sports goods shops rose 
between May and June, but were only 1 per cent. higher than in June 
of last year. For the second quarter as a whole, retailers in this group 
reported a value increase in sales of 4 per cent. compared with a year 
ago, as against 7 per cent. in the January-March quarter. 


Food Shops 

Sales in food shops continued steady in June, being 6 per cent. 
higher in value than a year earlier. Sales in the second quarter were 
5 per cent. above the value a year earlier and in the first quarter 4 per 
cent. higher. Prices in relation to a year ago were, however, in the 
region of 3-4 per cent. higher in June, although there was probably 
little change in the second quarter as a whole. In the first quarter, 
pele were about 2-3 per cent. higher than at the same time a year 
eariier. 

Grocers shops showed a further small increase in sales in June, 
and the value was as much as 7 per cent. above that of a year earlier. 
For the second quarter as a whole, the increase on the value a year 
earlier was 6 per cent. and in the first quarter 4 per cent. The increases 
reported this year by multiple retailers and co-operative societies 
were substantially greater than those reported by independent 
retailers. 

The seasonal fall in sales reported by butchers shops in June was 
rather greater than in recent years, and the value was only at about 
last year’s level, after having shown small increases over that level in

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Regional Conferences on Proposed European 
Free Trade Area 


THE FiRsT of a series of regional conferences to discuss the proposed 
European Free Trade Area was held recently in Newcastle. The 
conferences are being arranged in industrial centres in Britain by 
the United Kingdom Council of the European Movement in co- 
operation with the Regional Boards for industry. Sir Mark Hodgson 
presided at the Newcastle conference, and speakers at this inaugural 
meeting included Mr. Nigel Birch, Economic Secretary to the 
Treasury, and Sir Edward Beddington-Behrens, Chairman of the 
Council. Also supporting were Viscount Ridley and Sir Archibald 
Gordon, the new Director General of the Movement. 


At this first meeting there was an attendance of 75 including 
representatives from the Northern Regional Board for Industry, 
the Cumberland and Westmorland District Advisory Council and 
the Teeside, Tyneside, and Wearside D.A.C.s, the F.B.I. Regional 
Council, the local Chambers of Commerce, the National Union of 
Manufacturers, and other leading industrialists in the area. Many 
prominent trade unionists attended including Mr. E. J. Hill, 
Alderman‘ J. W. Gilbertson, Mr. H. L. Wilson, Mr. E. Corrigan 
and Councillor J. W. Loughran. 


The conference was preceded by a luncheon given by the Lord 
Mayor of Newcastle. 


Sir Mark Hodgson said the measure of interest in the North in the 
proposed European Free Trade Area was very high. People realized 
that the possibility of the Free Trade Area vitally concerned them. 
He was sure they could not afford to stay out. However, there were 
questions that people were asking that were troubling them, such as 
‘How will these plans affect the small manufacturers? Will the 
standard of living fall? How will we manage to compete with countries 
which have lower wages?’ The northern manufacturers did not fear 
competition, he said, so long as it was fair competition. He realized 
that it would be difficult to answer these questions but thought it 
was important that the opinion of the industrialists should be known. 
He concluded that he was particularly proud that the Northern 
Regional Board for Industry should be the first to arrange a conference 
of that kind. 


‘Common Tariff against the World’ 


Mr. Birch said the basic fact they had to consider was that 
the Treaty of Rome had now been signed. This meant that over the 
next 12-15 years tariffs between the six countries concerned* in 
the Common Market would be eliminated, and unless a Free Trade 
Area was formed at the same time those countries would have no 
tariffs between themselves but a common tariff against the rest of the 
world — including the United Kingdom and the other countries of 
free Europe. 


Not so many years ago Western Europe was the centre of the world; 
indeed the modern world had started in Europe, but now things had 
changed. Military power was now to be found in the great land masses 
of America and Russia, but inventive power, skill and energy were 
still here in Europe. 

The six countries of the Common Market realized it was wrong 
that Western Europe should be ‘criss-crossed’ by tariff barriers and 
menaced by fratricidal strife and they wanted so to arrange their 
institutions that war between them would be impossible. On the 
economic front they felt that a home market about as big as that of 
the United States would enable them to raise their standard of 
living. 

Mr. Birch went on to say ‘the Treaty of Rome is a great conception 
and I feel sure that it will find for itself a not ignoble place in the sweep 
of history.” The United Kingdom welcomed the Treaty of Rome 
with one proviso: that it should be accompanied and surrounded by 
a great Industrial Free Trade Area, including all the countries now 
members of the O.E.E.C. This was because politically it is a vital 
objective of British policy that Western Europe should be prosperous, 
united and strong. If, however, with the formation of a Customs Union

there were no Free Trade Area a danger would be created which 
could prove to be a dividing factor in Europe. 

From the economic point of view, we should be clear, he said, 
about the alternatives before us. They were between a Free Trade 
Area, and a Europe in which there is a Customs Union between the 
Six with a tariff barrier against the rest. Also, on the positive side, 
with a Free Trade Area whose population would be much larger 
than that of the United States, there would be tremendous oppor- 
tunities for increased trade and increased well-being. 

Mr. Birch stated that economic expansion was proving to 
be much faster in the highly developed countries than in the less 
highly developed countries. For instance, in the first five months of 
this year pur exports overall increased by 6 per cent. and our exports 
to Western Europe gained by 18 per cent. 

Mr. Birch then dealt with some of the fears and difficulties which 
had been expressed about the project. 

First, on the effect that the Free Trade Area might have on our 
relations with the Commonwealth, Mr. Birch said that 90 per cent. 
of our trade with the Commonwealth would be unaffected by the 
new development. In any case, what the Commonwealth wanted 
most from Great Britain was capital. Anything that conduced to 
the prosperity of this country would in the long run benefit the 
Commonwealth and provide a better market for their food and raw 
materials. We had been in the closest touch with the Commonwealth 
throughout our negotiations, he said, and he believed that the forma- 
tion of a Free Trade Area would directly assist the Commonwealth. 


Effect on Standard of Living 


The fear that a Free Trade Area would mean our competing with 
countries of a lower standard of living so that we would be pulled down 
to their level was largely illusory. He gave an example of the Economic 
Union formed by Belgium and Holland in 1948, where, although the 
national income per head in Belgium was higher than in Holland, the 
effect of the union had been a rise of 20 per cent. in Belgium’s national 
income over seven years, 

In conclusion, Mr. Birch explained that this country could not 
escape competition and there would certainly have to be some adjust- 
ments. There had already been vast changes in our industrial structure 
since the war and we need not fear any further changes that would 
have to be made by the formation of a Free Trade Area, bearing in 
mind particularly that they would be spread over 12-15 years. 

Sir Edward Beddington-Behrens explained the differences between 
Customs Union and a Free Trade Area. He also referred briefly to 
the problems of agriculture and to the difficulties which might arise 
in the negotiations. 

The Conference was then open to questions. Mr. A. G. D. Ackland, 
of Messrs. James Cropper & Co. Ltd., Kendal Chamber of Commerce 
Representative, asked what would happen if the Six Countries 
decided not to have high rates of taxation while this country decided 
to continue to do so. 

Sir Edward Beddington-Behrens explained that a much greater 
co-ordination in policy than existed at present would be needed if 
the Free Trade Area came into being. He reminded the audience that 
a British Chancellor had always been Chairman of O.E.E.C., and that 
there also existed the European Payments Union which was a clearing 
house for payments not only for the whole of Western Europe but 
also for the Commonwealth. 

Mr. F. W. Cook, Trade Union Representative, Wearside D.A.C., 
referred to a letter from a Mr. Garland (President of the National 
Union of Manufacturers) addressed to the President of the Board 
of Trade protesting that members of the Association were definitely 
against the project of the Free Trade Area, and inquired whether 
small firms would be put out of existence. 

Mr. Birch explained that the whole project was a very long 
term process and that there would inevitably be economic changes 
to which this country would have to adjust itself, whether it went into

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Britain’s Atomic Energy Display at Sydney Fair 


From the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Sydney 


THE BRITISH ATOMIC ENERGY DISPLAY organized by the Board 
of Trade in conjunction with the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority, is one of the outstanding attractions at the Sydney 
Industries Fair, Australia, which opened on July 22 and closed on 
August 3. 

The Sydney Industries Fair, organized by the Industrial Public 
Relations Service of Australia, is housed in four large pavilions with 
a total floor space of some 200,000 square feet at the Sydney Show- 
ground. The United Kingdom display is in the Hordern Pavilion 
near to the entrance of the Showground and is well placed on a central 
island site of some 1,300 square feet. 


There has been a great deal of favourable comment about the 
excellent design and attractive appearance of the United Kingdom’s 
exhibit. The tall illuminated name-sign ‘United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy’ stands out to catch the eye and the interest of visitors is 
immediately aroused by the scale models of the first atomic power 
station at Calder Hall opened by the Queen last October, a section 
of the atomic ‘heart’ of Calder Hall’s reactor and by an illuminated 
model of the Dounreay reactor. In pictures, Calder Hall power station 
is shown in the process of construction and the point made that over 
one thousand firms spread throughout the United Kingdom were 
involved, thus building up a new industry in Britain. 

The visitor is also made aware of the fact that the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority has, in addition to the Harwell Establish- 
ment, 14 factories and research establishments in Britain. Illuminated 
diagrams and pictures effectively explain such things as how a reactor

the Free Trade Area or not. He thought that small businesses ought 
to be able to take their share of the general increase in prosperity 
that was anticipated by the project. 

Mr. T. H. O’Brien (Chairman) Cumberland and Westmorland 
D.A.C. Representative, considered that it was of vital importance 
to draw up a programme of publicity since the idea of a Free Trade 
Area was one which ought to be brought into the homes of everyone. 

Mr. E. Corrigan, Trade Union Representative, Tyneside D.A.C., 
asked whether it was true that motor cars were subjected to 30 per 
cent, tax coming into this country and what, in fact, was going to 
be the effect of a Free Trade Area on the motor car industry? 

Sir Edward Beddington-Behrens said that this country sold cars 
to Holland, Switzerland, Sweden, Norway and a small amount in 
France, but both he and Mr. Birch were confident that the motor car 
industry was not worried and could stand up to competition. The 
United States realized they could not sell cars to Europe, and had 
recently spent £30 million in putting a new plant at Luton, They 
considered England a better place to manufacture motor cars than 
Europe. He also explained how important it was for England not to 
lose her car market in Holland, Germany and Belgium, which would 
| ig certainly occur if we did not take part in the Free Trade 


= W. L. Fletcher, (Vice-Chairman) Tees-side D.A.C., referred 
to the remark made earlier that this country was not afraid of fair 
competition but of unfair competition, and said his industry (con- 
structional engineering) had experienced unfair competition. 

Mr. Birch said the object of the Government was to try to make 
the rules as tight as possible. 

Mr. D. G. Brown (Chairman) Tyneside D.A.C., asked whether 
there would not be a tendency to rationalization if the Free Trade 
Area came into being, and Mr. Birch agreed that this would be so.

Mr. Birch replied that in present negotiations for the Free Trade 
Area, there was no proposition for a common currency and common 


weights and measures. Copyrights and patents were already protected 
by international agreement.

The Atomic Energy Exhibit has been singled out for special mention

screenings of United Kingdom documentary films such as ‘Calder 
Hall,’ ‘Atomic Achievement’ and ‘A New Tool for Industry,’ were 
given prior to the opening of the Fair. The theatrette at the Fair i 
using these films for screening and the same films have also been 
popular features on television programmes. The United Kingdom 
exhibit has also been featured on local television and covered on the 
radio. 

Visitors’ Reactions 


Visitors to the exhibit have been as varied in type as have their 
questions.

Research and Export Promotion 
Levies for Wool Textile Industry 


IT WAS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal on May 31 
that draft Orders had been laid before Parliament to consolidate and 
amend the Wool Textile Industry (Scientific Research Levy) Order, 
1950, and the Wool Textile Industry (Export Promotion Levy) Order, 
1950 (S.I. 1950, Nos. 1739 and 1303, as previously amended). 


After approval by both Houses of Parliament these Orders — the 
Wool Textile Industry (Scientific Research Levy) Order, 1957 (S.I. 
1957, No. 1378) and the Wool Textile Industry Promotion 
Levy) Order, 1957 (S.I. 1957, No. 1379) — have now made and 
copies are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, York House, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, or through any bookseller or newsagent, 
price 5d. each (by post 7d.). 

The main object of the new Orders is to increase the total charges 
payable by about 50 per cent. in order to increase the funds available 
for the purposes to which the levies may be applied. There are also 
amendments to the list of processes in respect of which charges are 
levied. 


The new Orders will apply to the levy period commencing October 
1, 1957, returns for which will fall to be made after April 1, 1958. 
Notices of Charge and Requirements to Furnish Returns will be sent 
out in the usual way. 


Report on Bankruptcy Law 
Amendment 


CHANGES IN the law relating to bankruptcy and deeds of arrange- 
ment are recommended in the Report of the Committee on Bankruptcy 
Law Amendment published on Thursday. 

The Committee was appointed by the President of the Board of 
Trade in October 1955, under the chairmanship of Judge Blagden, 
to consider and report what amendments were desirabie in the legisla- 
tion relating to bankruptcy and deeds of arrangement. 

The Committee’s Report is the first comprehensive review of 
bankruptcy legislation for nearly 50 years. The Committee consider 
that in general the basic structure of existing bankruptcy law is sound. 
They think that the principal defect relates to the discharge of bank- 
rupts and this is the subject of their main recommendation. The 
Committee suggest that there should be an automatic discharge, 
without application, of every bankrupt two years after the Court 
order concluding his public examination, unless a caveat against such 
discharge has been entered by the Court. If a caveat is entered, the 
bankrupt will remain undischarged unless and until he makes applica- 
tion for his discharge and will be required to report to the Official 


recommend that they should be given an automatic discharge two 
years from the date of any New Act, provided no caveat is entered in 
the meantime. 

Others of the Committee’s recommendations relate to the priority 
of debts, the rights of landlords and execution creditors, the avoidance 
of preferences, the apportionment of part of a bankrupt’s pay, the 
nga eaamanchior sr ihren sag Ds tear ad yaee summary administra- 
tion, and the removal of certain difficulties about b 
proceedings. The Committee also recommend te ed 
provide a greater measure of practical control over debtors aie 
under deeds of arrangement.

British Textiles at Frankfurt 
International Fair 


More THAN 300 fabrics, in a display arranged by the Board of 
Trade with the full support of the British textile associations, will be 
exhibited in the British Pavilion at the Frankfurt International Fair 
to be held from September 1 to 5 this year. 

The fabrics have been selected to demonstrate how British manu- 
facturers are employing new techniques while maintaining their 
established reputation for quality. The emphasis will be on new 
developments, variety and fashion. The fabrics chosen by the Cotton 
Board for instance, will range from cotton laces and velvets selected 
by British and French couture designers to sheer, woven and printed 
voiles and teenage border prints. One completely new cotton fabric 
is a crease-resisting, resin-impregnated knitted ‘tweed.’ 

For men’s wear too, the emphasis will be on quality and fashion. 
Manufacturers of men’s evening waistcoat piques are producing new 
fancy woven effects and among fine town shirtings, new lightweight 
voiles and jacquard weaves are growing in importance. London shirt 
makers are using bolder colour combinations, with tartans for sports- 
wear, and finishes designed to minimize ironing are gaining acceptance 
even in fine quality shirtings. There are satin stripes for fine quality 
pyjama designs and soft handling Sea Island sateens in rich Paisley 
designs for men’s dressing gowns. 

Men’s woollen suitings in the display selected by the London 
Woollen Merchants Sub-Group show that there is a tendency for the 
popular small checks to be succeeded by narrow stripes, often pro- 
duced by emphasizing the warp or ‘vertical’ sides of the check, giving 
an overall stripey appearance to a basically check design. An old idea 
which a few firms are reviving is the use of wide, heavy, silk stripes. 

Another new tendency in men’s suitings is the increased use of 
fancy colouring, especially in the form of coloured twist yarn, and 
some firms are using very gaily coloured ranges for summer wear. 
Lighter weight suitings are gaining popularity as they give a feeling of 
ease and comfort not only in warm weather but in centrally heated 
rooms in winter. 


Silk for Men’s Wear 

Silk fabrics for men’s wear in the display will be the famous British 
hand-printed gum twills or foulards for dressing-gowns and ties in 
the classic designs and muted tones which are always in demand. 
There will also be examples of the silk facings used for men’s evening 
dress, both smooth-surfaced satin and the corded variety and two 
types of spun silk, one suitable for pyjamas and the other for high 
quality coat lining. But most of the silks displayed by members of the 
Silk and Rayon Users’ Association will be dress fabrics, mainly hand 
prints. The ground fabrics for these prints range from a very heavy 
douppion twill to a lightweight Shantung-type fabric (woven in 
Britain). Suiting fabrics in silk and wool mixtures for both men and 
women will also be included in the display. 

The fabrics chosen to represent the British Man-Made Fibres 
industry emphasize a number of developments such as new fini ¥ 
the importance of yarn-dyed fabrics with their better handle and 
greater crease resistance, and the increasing use of blends, both of 
man-made fibres with themselves and with the natural fibres. 

Among interesting new fabrics are included a knitted nylon cable 
cloth of strong dimensional stability and an exquisite evening dress 
fabric in blue and silver made from nylon, rayon and ‘Lurex’ yarns. 
‘Lurex’ also adds glitter to a number of other fabrics including a 
white, gold and silver brocade, where it is woven with ‘Banlon’ 
textured yarn. Nylon chiffon, the season’s biggest seller, has been 
used as a base cloth for a number of printed designs and takes on a 
new guise in a beautiful le mousseline. 

New fibres and fresh designs are also featured in the fabrics 
assembled by the Furnishing Fabric Federation as well as the tra- 
ditional cotton chintz and woven brocades for which the industry is 
famous. Cotton, velvets, silk brocades and antique effects in cotton 
and rayon velvet express the move to ‘pearly’ tones in traditional 
fabrics while printed linens and cotton satins have the same look of 
muted richness. 

Several of the printed linens and cottons in the display reflect the 
influence of the fine artist- easel painter first, textile designer 
second — and the introduction of new colours such as cool greens and 
glowing orange and tan shades into modern British furnishing design. 
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Export Achievements of United 
Kingdom Firms 


Below is a further list of important export orders or contracts 
recently obtained by United Kingdom firms. The Board of Trade 
Journal will hed core! to consider other examples and to publish 
those of outstanding value or significance. 


Portugal Orders a New Liner. The Portuguese shipping company, 
Nacional de Navegacao, has placed an order with the Neptune Yard 
of Swan, Hunter and Wigham Richardson Limited, of Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, for a 20,000 gross tons liner. This order, which is probably 
worth between £4 million and £5 million, is the first important 
Portuguese ship order to be placed with a British yard for some years. 
The propelling machinery, which is to give a speed of 21 knots, will 
be installed by the engine works of the builders, the main turbines 
being supplied by Parsons Marine Turbine Company of Wallsend. 

‘Turkey Orders Five Viscounts. Vickers-Armstrongs (Aircraft) 
Limited announced on July 26 the sale of five Viscount 700 series 
turbo-prop airliners to Turk Hava Yollari— Turkish Airlines 
Incorporated. The first Viscount will be delivered to Turkey by the 
end of this year as B.O.A.C. have agreed to forego the delivery at 
that time of one of their twelve Viscounts. 


New Zealand Orders Four Hydro-Electric Generators. The 
British Thomson-Houston Company has been awarded acontract valued 
at £800,000 covering four further vertical hydro-electric generators for 
Roxburgh Power Station, New Zealand. They will be exactly similar 
to four already supplied by the firm and which were commissioned 
during the latter half of 1956. The turbines for driving the four new 
generators will be supplied by Dominion Engineering Company of 
Canada, who also manufactured those for the first four machines. 

Diesel Engines for South Africa. Leyland Motors Limited of 
Leyland, Lancashire, have recently obtained an order from the 
Transvaal Provincial! Administration, South Africa for 205 0/350 diesel 
engines of 100 b.h.p. which are required as conversion units for fitting 
to existing American petrol-engined trucks. It is understood that under 
the contract (placed through Leyland’s subsidiary company, Leyland 
Albion (Africa) Ltd.) the conversions are to be carried out by the 
Transvaal Provincial Administration in their own workshops. 


Leyland Worldmaster vehicles for Denmark. Another of 
Copenhagen’s ‘tramear services, running through one of the city’s 
main arteries, is to be discarded in favour of British no-clutch buses. 
An order has been placed with Leyland Motors Limited for a fleet 
of eleven ‘modern Worldmaster vehicles with 125 h.p. under-floor 
diesel engines and semi-automatic gearboxes. The new buses are the 
one-man operated type with Danish bodies built by Dansk Autombil 
Bygerri A/S measuring 35} feet long and 8} feet wide, and will seat 33 
passengers and have standing room for a further 40 passengers. 

Air-cooled Transformer for the Philippines. The English 
Electric Company Limited have obtained, through their agents 
Thomas H. Davies & Company (Far East) Limited, in Manila, a 
contract for the supply of a 25,000 kVA 3-phase 60 cycle forced air- 
cooled transformer to the Manila Electric Company. The value of the 
contract is 92,700 United States dollars. This is the first large British 
transformer which has been sold in the Philippines and the contract 
is the result of the special attention which the English Electric 
Company have devoted to this market during the last year or two. 

Surgeon’s Gloves for Africa. Veedip Limited, of Slough have 
announced that they have recently received contracts from the Union 
of South Africa for the supply of surgeon’s gloves to hospitals in that 
territory. The contracts involve the following: 43,500 pairs for 
Johannesburg (this order being shared with another supplier), 15,000 
pairs for Orange Free State Provincial Administration, 15,000 pairs 
for Cape Provincial Administration, 24,000 pairs for Pretoria, 24,000 
pairs for Natal Provincial Administration. In addition the firm has 
also received a contract from the Central African Federation.

British Yachting Exhibition in Holland 


A BRITISH yachting exhibition, consisting of photographs, books 
and periodicals, models and designs, has been sent by the British 
Council to Holland, where it will be shown in the Town Hall at 
Sneek from August 10 to 24 during the town’s famous regatta and 
as part of the British Season in Friesland. 

About 90 photographs are divided into sections on racing (including 
ocean racing), cruising and photographs of paintings of early British 
and Dutch yachts from the National Maritime Museum at Greenwich. 

A section on design includes half-models and plans which represent 
the best in modern British yacht design: other exhibits deal with 
new sail-making materials and technical equipment. 

The 300 books on display are concerned with boat design and 
construction, seamanship, navigation, racing, cruising and books 
on sailing for children.

This fully documented 
brief was sent to the Commercial Section of H.M. Embassy in Bonn 
with copies to all Commercial Sections of H.M. Embassy in Western 
Germany. 

The Commercial Section in Germany in turn showed initiative and 
marketing knowledge that widely surpassed our expectations ; amongst 
other things presenting an extremely well written article on our product 
in their own German-language publication which called forth numerous 
inquiries. 

The fruit of this truly excellent co-operation and liaison was that 
we went over to Germany and finalized an agency contract on the 
spot with a large opening order. 

We feel that the export services of the Board of Trade cannot be 
expected to open trading doors for us, but time and time again they 
can, and have, found the right doors for us to open.

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Restoration of Bearer Shares in 
Industrial Bank of Japan 


ARRANGEMENTS have been made with the Japanese Government 
for the restoration of rights and interests in the former Industrial 
Bank of Japan of Allied Powers’ nationals who held bearer shares in 
that company at any time during the war. Accordingly, United 
Kingdom nationals who did not themselves apply for restoration of 
such shares can now, if they so desire, apply in accordance with the 
terms of this notice, in respect of such bearer shares as have been 
in uninterrupted British ownership since December 7, 1941. 


Such owners should first of all arrange as soon as possible with the 
Authorized Depositories with whom the shares are deposited to 
forward to the Under Secretary of State, Claims Department, Foreign 
Office, 7 Carlton Gardens, S.W.1, evidence of such uninterrupted 
United Kingdom ownership. 

The Foreign Office if satisfied on this point will so inform the 
Authorized Depositories who should then without delay forward the 
bearer shares to their agents in Japan with instructions to arrange 
with Her Majesty’s Embassy at Tokyo for the handing over of the 
share certificates to the Japanese authorities and for any other 
ancillary operations. 

The Industrial Bank of Japan as reconstituted in 1946 no longer 
issues bearer shares and restoration will therefore take the form of the 
substitution of one new registered share of yen 50 for each old Yen 50 
bearer share. Registered shares are however issued only in units of 
ten: odd numbers of shares can either be made up to ten by purchase 
of additional shares as explained in the following paragraph, or else~ 
redeemed at their face value. 

In addition to receiving one registered share free of cost, owners 
who already possess the necessary Yen in Japan, are entitled to 
purchase at their face value of Yen 50 each 6-2 shares for every 
bearer share surrendered. A decision concerning this option must be 
given before the original holding is restored. 


Dividend coupons Numbers 70 to 78 (nine coupons in all) on the 
bearer shares are valid, and the dividend (amounting, if all nine 
coupons are available, to approximately Y.13- or, about 3d, — per 
share) will be collected immediately prior to the restoration and it is 
understood that the Japanese Exchange Control Authorities will allow 
this money, together with any funds, which the owners may have in a 
Special Property Administration account in Japan, to be used for the 
purchase of additional shares. United Kingdom Exchange Control 
permission has been given for the proceeds of coupons 70 to 78 of 
bearer shares in the Industrial Bank of Japan to be used to purchase 
additional shares. United Kingdom Exchange Control Authorities 
have stated that permission will not be given for the remittance of 
funds from the United Kingdom for this purpose. 


The surrender of bearer shares, collection of dividends from 
coupons thereon, and the restoration of substituted registered shares 
will be effected by Her Majesty's Embassy in Tokyo in conjunction 
with the agents of the Authorized Depositories on behalf of eligible 
United Kingdom owners who apply, as wi!l also the purchase of any 
additional shares under the above-mentioned option, provided that 
clear instructions have been received and the necessary funds in 
Japanese currency have been made available to Her Majesty's 
Embassy before restoration. 


After restoration, shareowners who are not resident in Japan are 
required by rapenens regulations to appoint an agent in Japan to act 
on their behalf and to receive any future dividends and it is recom- 
mended that this also be done through Authorized Depositories. The 
holding of Japanese shares, dealing therein and remittance of dividends 
are subject to Japanese laws and regulations governing such matters.

Thursday August I 
Bankruptcy Law Amendment 

A Member asked the President whether he had now received the 
report of the Committee on Bankruptcy Law Amendment appointed 
by his predecessor: and whether he would make a statement. 

The President said he had received the Committee’s Report 
which was published on Thursday as a Command Paper. The Minutes 
of Evidence were being printed and would be published in about 
two months. 

He added that this was the first comprehensive review of bankruptcy 
law for nearly 50 years and he thanked the Committee for the very 
thorough way in which they had reviewed a complex branch of 
legislation. The Committee’s recommendations covered many aspects 
of bankruptcy procedure, including in particular the problem presented 
by the large number of undischarged bankrupts, on which the 
Committee suggested possible solution. He hoped to make a further 
statement when study of the Committee’s recommendations had 
been completed.

Friday August 2 
Trade with United States 


The President was asked which of our exporting industries had 
been most affected adversely by American restrictions on imports over 
the last two years; how these restrictions compared with any imposed 
by us over the same period; and whether he would make a statement. 

The President answered that imports into the United States from 
the United Kingdom were almost wholly free of quantitative restric- 
tions. During the last two years the United States Government had 
increased the customs duties on two products of interest to the 
United Kingdom - bicycles and linen towelling — but reductions had 
been made in other United States tariffs to compensate for these 
increases. The United States Government had also introduced a 
tariff-quota system for wool fabrics, and United Kingdom interests 
might be affected by the new limitation on imports of oil. 

Apart from minor adjustments in the size of some quotas, no 
additional import restrictions had been placed on imports into the 
United Kingdom from the United States in the last two years and, 
so far as he was aware, no tariff increase on the United Kingdom side 
had materially affected the interests of the United States. 

But import prohibitions and restrictions continued to apply, for 
balance of payments reasons, over a very wide range of United States 
imports, and he thought that it would be misleading to attempt to 
compare those actions. 


Exports to China 

Asked whether he would make a statement about the establishment 
of quotas for the 25 items whose export to China was subject to quanti- 
tative restriction for strategic reasons, the President said that the 
recommendations of the China Committee of the Paris Consultative 
Group had now been received for nearly all the items, and applicants 
for licences to export those goods to China would now be told whether 
licences could be granted to them. 
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Output and Exports in the Wool Textile Industry 
in the First Half of 1957 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in June was 
affected by the shorter working month — 18 working days against 23 
in May and 21 in June 1956. In the first half of this year production 
was 3 per cent. greater than in the corresponding period last year. 
The value of exports in the industry in this period was 12 per cent. 
more than last year. 

Figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics show that 
in the period January-June deliveries of woven woollen and worsted 
fabrics (excluding blankets) were 3 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1956. Deliveries of worsted yarns were 5 per 
cent. higher than a year ago. Both the production of tops and the 
consumption of raw wool by the industry were 6 per cent. more than 
in the first half of 1956. 


Exports 

Exports of the wool textile industry totalled £73 million in the 
first half year, 12 per cent. more than a year ago. Higher prices for 
wool tops accounted for half of the rise; tops were up by. one-fifth 
in value this year though the quantity shipped was 
Yarns and fabrics showed increases in both price and quantity. Yarn 
exports rose by 13 per cent. in value and 7 per cent. in quantity, 
with a big increase in woollen types. Both woollen and worsted woven 
fabrics were up by about 8 per cent. in value and 5 per cent. in 
quantity. Other wool exports were on balance somewhat lower than 
a year ago.

previous months of the year. Prices in June continued to be higher 
than a year ago. 


The trend in sales by greengrocers and fruiterers changed sharply 
in June, the value of sales rising to some 9 per cent. above a year ago, 
after having been from 4 to 9 per cent. below last year’s value in the 
months February to May. Prices of vegetables, however, prior to June, 
had been up to one-third below those of the corresponding time a 
year ago, but in June (as measured at the middle of the month) prices 
were a little above the 1956 level. 


Sales by fishmongers and poulterers continued steady in June and 
again showed only a small increase on the value a year earlier. Prices 
of fish in June (as measured at the middle of the month) were still 
appreciably higher than a year earlier, but prices of vegetables (which 
are also sold by some fishmongers and poulterers) were, as already 
indicated, only a little above last year’s level after having been well 
below the corresponding value of last year in previous months. 


Sales by bread and flour confectioners were lower in June but 
were still some 9 per cent. above the level a year earlier. For May-June 
the increase on a year earlier was 11 per cent., the same increase as in 
March-April and rather less than the 16 per cent. increase in January- 
February. Prices throughout the first half year were substantially 
above the corresponding 1956 levels. Independent retailers showed 
rather smaller increases, particularly in June, than did the multiple 
retailers and co-operative societies. 


Sales by dairymen (the figures published are for co-operative 
societies only) fell slightly in June and the increase on a year earlier, 
of 8 per cent., was rather less than the increases of 11-14 per cent. 
reported in the earlier months of the year. Prices of milk throughout 
the first half year were well above the corresponding 1956 levels. 


Sales by off-licences in June were at about the same level as in 
May and again showed an appreciable increase, of 10 per cent., on 
the value a year earlier. The increase on a year ago for the second 
quarter was 8 per cent., compared with only 3 per cent. in the first

quarter. Multiple retailers showed greater increases than did the 
independent retailers. 


Notes 


(i) The kind of business statistics are based on returns from 
independent retailers (shops owned individually or which belong 
to chains of less than ten branches), multiple retailers (firms operating 
chains with ten or more branches), department stores and retail 
co-operative societies. For independent retailers, multiple retailers 
and general department stores the figures are based on the sales of 
all types of goods by each shop and, therefore, represent the trend 
of sales in specified kinds of business. Co-operative societies report 
their sales on a departmental basis and a t’s sales are 
assigned to the most closely corresponding kind of business heading. 


Details of the coverage of these statistics and of the method of 
compiling the index numbers were given in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 5, 1956. 


(ii) The supplemental commodity statistics are derived from 
returns of sales dissected into commodity groups made by depart- 
ment stores, including some larger drapers and furniture shops. 
Details of the chain method used in the construction of these index 
numbers were given in the Board of Trade Journal of July 5, 1952, 
and April 4, 1953. 


(iii) The table of Index Numbers for Trading Areas — Large 
Retailers is derived from returns of sales dissected into commodity 
groups made by department stores and some multiple retailers, in- 
cluding the sales, on a departmental basis, of retail co-operative 
societies. This table continues to be compiled on the same basis 
as in the past, i.e. the simple aggregation of the contributors’ returns 
using the chain method as described in the Board of Trade Journal 
of July 5, 1952, and April 4, 1953 (see text). Details of the division 
of Great Britain into retail trade areas were given on page 773 of the 
Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 1951.

THE TREASURY announce that the gold and dollar reserves fell by 
$14 million during the month and stood at $2,367 million on July 31. 

During the month $21 million was paid to the European Payments 
Union in respect of June and $4 million was paid to the creditors of 
the Union in bilateral settlements. 

On the provisional figures for the month the United Kingdom had 
a deficit of £18 million with the European Payments Union. This will 
fall to be settled in August as to 75 per cent. in gold or dollars and as 
to 25 per cent. by increase of debt to the Union.

Studies of Canadian Industries IV 





Population and Income Growth Should Promote . 
Expanding Market for Textiles 


The article below, by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Muntreal, is the fourth in a series of digests of industrial 
studies commissioned by the Royal (Gordon) Commission on Canada’s Economic Prospects. Other articles in this series have 


dealt with the iron and steel industries (Fuly 19), electronics and electrical manufacturing industries 


(Fuly 26), and the 


automotive industry (August 2). The original studies have been published by the Queen's Printer, Ottawa, price $1.50 each. 


THE CANADIAN office of the National Industrial Conference Board, 
an American business research organization, was engaged to undertake 
a report on the Canadian primary textiles industry. The study con- 
siders the primary textiles industry as comprising the preparation, 
spinning, weaving, braiding and related activities of cotton, woollen, 
and synthetic and silk textiles, including narrow fabrics, and the 
dyeing and finishing of textile goods. Synthetic fibre production was 
excluded from most of the study as being a chemical operation, The 
report forms an analytical review of the industry’s operations since 
1926, with some projections into the future and was prepared from 
existing published data, a comprehensive questionnaire submitted to 
industry and interviews with industry leaders. There are seven chap- 
ters each well documented with statistical tables. The first three 
define the industry, the market and import competition; the next 
three analyse the economics of the industry; and the last deals with 
the outlook for the future. 

One bold fact stands out from this exhaustive research. The 
economics of the Canadian primary textiles industry are directly 
associated with the size of the domestic market and the dilemma 
confronting the industry is largely due to the extremely varied and 
ever changing demands of Canadian consumers, stimulated and 
influenced with respect to styles by proximity to the United States. 
There are certain elements of stability which, the authors of the study 
state, imply limitation rather than advantage. These are: 

A market governed essentially by size of population. 

A basic technology accessible almost anywhere in the world. 
Easily acquired labour skills. 

Non-durable products of universal necessity. 

The inherent elements of instability are described as: 

Fluid and marginally unpredictable competitive conditions. 
Capricious and extremely diverse consumer demand. 

Productive capacity that is flexible to the point of embarrassment. 
Pre-occupation with short run market factors. 

A further problem is that Canadian textile wages are exceeded only 
in the United States and Israel, and labour relations in the industry in 
Canada are regarded as less favourable than in the United States. 


Advance of Synthetic Fibres 


It was found that although the main groups within the industry, 
e.g. cotton, wool, synthetic and silk retain their historical distinctions, 
the earlier lines of division are losing their significance with the 
increasing use of synthetic fibres. Thus silk has now virtually dis- 
appeared as a natural fibre, wool’s share of total consumption dropped 
from 25.7 per cent. (1926-1929) to 16.2 per cent. (1951-1954), and 
cotton dropped from 69 per cent. to 57.5 per cent. Conversely 
synthetic fibre advanced from 3.3 per cent. of the market to 26.2 per 
cent. in the same comparative years. 

Primary textiles ranks as the twelfth largest industry in Canada, 
comprising 422 establishments which shipped goods valued at 
$495.4 million in 1954 and employed 51,242 persons. Of the half 
billion dollar ital employed, 80 per cent. is owned in Canada, only 
11 per cent. in the United States and 9 per cent. in the United King- 
dom, which contrasts sharply with the average 52 per cent. Canadian 
ownership and 48 per cent. Canadian es for all manufacturing 

d mining industries. Cotton textiles is the largest component of 
te | aremd Rtegndly 4 npn of total employees and 43 per cent. of 

total production value, followed by synthetic textiles which slightly 


outrank wool. 95 per cent. of the industry is in Ontario and Quebec 
with a greater concentration in the latter Province where one out of 
every twelve factory workers is in textiles. 


The report records that pace. as establishments (25 in the 
woollen and worsted section masse , —~ all 5,000 workers have 
closed since 1950, but pr nye significance of, and underlying reasons for 


such mill closures was evidently not investigated. 

The Canadian textiles market is limited to 164 million people, but 
is highly diversified as to types, SS eee ae 
keen competition between Canadian and between the 
Canadian industry and foreign producers selling in Canada. An analysis 
of total fibre usage for 1953 showed that 55 per cent. by volume of the 
supply of finished goods was apparel and about 45 per cent. was for 
industrial and household uses. The apparent consumption by fibre 
content in 1954 was, cotton 57.9 per cent., wool 15.1 per cent., silk 
0.1 per cent., synthetic 26.9 per cent. A comparison of personal 
expenditure on clothing in Canade and. in the, Linieed Stame chewed 
a declining proportion of income spent on clothing in both countries, 
suggesting that at the standards of living prevailing in North America 
the demand for apparel textiles is not as elastic in relation to income 
as is the demand for other consumer goods and services. Over the 
long-term, however, Canada would seem to offer a tial increase 
since Canadian per capite consumpeian of textiles is 25 per. centuor 
30 per cent. below that of the United States.

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cotton goods. This has now dropped to 80 per cent. in the case of 
wool and about 15 per cent. in cotton, Although the total dollar value 
of United Kingdom shipments are above pre-war, the rise is more than 
accounted for by price increases so that for 1952-1954 the physical 
volume of Canadian imports from Britain was considerably below 
pre-war in cotton manufactures and in wool goods was probably not 
much above. The United States has now become the major import 
supplier with a share of almost 50 per cent., a substantial part of this 
expansion being accounted for by cotton goods in which India and 
Japan have also emerged as competitors of importance. So far, the 
greatest competitive activity from Japan has appeared in finished 
goods. No mention is made of the potential threat from Japanese wool 
textiles. 


On: tariffs the study says: ‘Canadian textiles manufacturers have 
told us that no country today of comparable economic maturity and 
having a comparable textiles industry has a lower textiles tariff than 
Canada. This is a generalization that cannot readily be checked for 
literal accuracy and we have made no such attempt to verify it. But 
we have no reason to doubt that it is substantially correct.’ Members 
of the industry emphasized three points: 


(i) the duties applicable to the importation of coloured cotton 
fabrics; 
(ii) the British preferential duties applicable to wool cloth; 
(iii) the wording of the valuation provision in the Customs Act for 
the imposition of dumping duties. 


These sections of the Tariff Act, the industry maintains, are either 
gutmoded or unenforceable and consequently do not have the effect 
intended when they were enacted. 


The variety of textile goods produced in relation to the size of the 
market is considered to be a fundamental issue in the Canadian 
industry's future. It was stressed that some redeployment was neces- 
sary yet those interviewed felt little could be done about it at present. 
A majority of American officials consulted about this considered that 
the relatively small size of the Canadian industry was no fatal handicap 
in itself, and that Canadian producers were not inevitably committed 
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to a losing game in which future expansion of their domestic market 
would be matched by parallel sales increases by their competitors. 


Capital Investment 


On capital investment, it is the opinion of the Canadian industry 
that it is now as well equipped as the textiles industry in the United 
States and considerably ahead of the United Kingdom. In terms of 
money both new investment and repair and maintenance since the 
war have been running at four times the 1936-39 average. There are 
no published estimates for productivity in the Canadian textiles 
industry, but such data as is available suggests that in post-war 
productivity gains the Canadian industry compares favourably with 
the United Kingdom and the United States, the most rapid advance 
being shown in the wool and synthetics sectors. A significant factor 
is the trend to longer hours of operation i.e. double or three shift. 
Daily utilization of plant is still well below the rates prevailing in the 
United States. In other words, the Canadian industry as it stands is 
equipped to handle a substantially larger output if the domestic 
market can absorb it. 

Population and income growth will bring an expanding textiles 
market in Canada, but short term preoccupations have produced a 
strong undercurrent of pessimism as to the ability of the industry: to 
maintain, let alone enlarge its share of the market. 


The study concludes with a forecast of a market for between 
850 million Ib. and 1,000 million Ib. of textile products in 1980 
compared with 340 million Ib. in 1954. This estimate is based on the 
Royal Commission’s assumption of a population of 26.7 million in 
1980 and on an estimated annual per capita growth in demand for 
textiles of between 1 per cent. and 14 per cent. 


Over the past four years Canada has imported an average of $100 
million worth of United Kingdom textile products, equal to nearly a 
quarter of our total exports to Canada. Not only is there scope for 
increasing our exports now, particularly of cotton goods, but it is a 
market which will continue to expand. It is a market, however, where 
continuing success will most certainly depend on close study of 
changes in fashions and consumer preferences— many stemming 
from trends in the United States - and on providing exactly what is 
wanted without delay and at a competitive price.

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Egypt’s Sequestration 
of Property 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received a copy of an extract from the 
Journal Officiel of June 27, containing the Egyptian Ministry of 
Finance and Economy decree No. 386 of April 29 which came into 
force on July 16. 


This decree empowers the Sequestrator-General of British, French 
and Australian property to sell and liquidate certain establishments 
and other assets belonging to persons affected by Military Proclama- 
tions Nos. 5 and 5(a) of 1956. (A translation of the French text of 
Proclamation No. 5 was given in the Board of Trade Yournal on 
December 1, 1956, page 1157.) 


The document as translated from the French is in the following 
form: 


Decree No. 386 of 1957 


Granting to the Custodian General of the property of British, French and 
Australian subjects powers to sell and wind up establishments and other 
assets subject to sequestration. 


The Minister of Finance and Economy, 
In virtue of Proclamation No. 5 of 1956 relating to trading with British 
and French subjects and to the provisions regarding their property; 


In virtue of Proclamation No. 5 bis relating to trading with Australian 
subjects and to the provisions regarding their property; 


Decrees: 
Arr. 1 
Power is granted to the Custodian General of the property of British, 
French and Australian subjects to sell and wind up the establishments and 
other assets belonging to persons subject to the two Proclamations Nos. 5 
and 5 bis of 1956, the said establishments and assets being mentioned on the 
list attached hereto. He may entrust the valuation of their assets and liabilities 
to a Board of Referees with full powers to conclude amicable settlements 
and composed as follows: 
The President of the Cairo Court of Appeal or his Vice-President 
sinthe <p aki bddibe kegs keane President. 
2 Judges of the Cairo Court of Appeal 
1 Deputy of the Custodian General 
1 Deputy of the Purchaser 

The Genera! Assembly of the Cairo Court of Appeal shall appoint the 
President of the Board and the two Judges. It shall likewise elect a ident 
and two Deputy Judges. 

The Board may take as assistants any experts and persons it may consider 
necessary for the performance of its tasks. Its resolutions regarding the

Customs Duty Drawback 


Potassium Citrate. Under S.R.O. 2249 of July 6, the Govern- 
ment of India has directed that drawback should be allowed on duty- 
paid citric acid monohydrate and potassium carbonate used in the 
manufacture of potassium ¢itrate monohydrate when manufactured 
in, and exported from, India or is shipped as stores for use on board 
a ship proceeding to a foreign port. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Potassium Citrate) Rules, 1957, 
provide for payment of drawback at the rate of 24 rupees for every 
100 Ibs. of the goods shipped. 

Glass and Glassware. Under S.R.O. 2254, of July 8, the Govern- 
ment of India has directed that a drawback should be allowed in respect 
of duty paid soda ash, used in the manufacture of glass or glassware 
when manufactured in, and exported from, India, or shipped as stores 
for use on board a ship proceeding to a foreign port. 

The Customs Duties Drawback (Glass and Glassware) Rules, 1957, 
published under S.R.O. 2255 of the same date, provide for payment 
of drawback at the rate of 18 rupees and 30 naye paise for each ton 
of the goods shipped.

Tariff Commission Recommendations 


THE GOVERNMENT of India’s Resolution (No. 35 (1) — T.P./57, of 
June 29) announcing their decision on the Tariff Commission’s Report 
on the continuance of protection to the Wood Screw Industry has 
been received. 

The Government accepted, inter alia, the Commission’s recom- 
mendation that protection to the industry should be continued at the 
existing rate of duty, namely 31} per cent. ad valorem or 5 annas per 
gross, whichever is higher, for a further period of three years, i.e. till 
December 31, 1960. (The protective duty on wood screws has recently 
been rounded off to 35 per cent. ad valorem or 35 naye paise per gross, 
whichever is higher, under the Finance (No. 2) Bill, 1957.)

CHILE 
Import Lists Amended 


CHILEAN DECREE No. 4932, recently issued by the Ministry of 
Finance, introduces various changes in the list of permitted and 
prohibited imports. Decree No. 9719 (see Board of Trade Journal of 
March 2, 1957, page 481) has been repealed, and the new amendments 
refer back to Decree 859 (see Board of Trade Journal of November 3, 
1956). New items are added including some necessitated by the 
repealed Decree 9719 covering every section of the permitted list, 
with the exception of Nos. V (Food Products) and XIV (Specie and 
Precious Metals). The description of some goods is modified. 

The following items are added to the prohibited list: 

Antibiotics; chloramphenical and its salts in substance in bulk, 
except for injection; Pancreatic concentrates and preparations for 
industrial use. 

The description of several items in this list is also modified. 

The Mint is added to the list of Government bodies which may 
import goods not on the permitted list for their own specific require- 
ments. 

An Amendment to the list of goods not on the permitted list 
which may be imported with the Special authorization of the 
International Exchange Commission allows replacement for lost or 
damaged parts or components of goods on the permitted list.

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Global Quotas for Imports of Goods 
Previously Liberalized 


THE FRENCH Journal Officiel of July 28 announced the opening 
of quotas for the import into France for the period July 1 to December 
31, 1957, of goods which were previously free of quantitative restriction 
when imported from member countries of the Organization for 
European Economic Co-operation (O.E.E.C.), and their dependent 
overseas territories. Lists of goods which are covered by this notice 
or where included in other global and sterling area quotas (see Board 
of Trade Journal of July 26, page 210, and August 2, page 266) were 
published in the Board of Trade Journal of March 30, pages 708-716, 
April 6, pages 774-782, and April 13, pages 851-2. 


Goods have been grouped under quotas numbered 1 to 145. The 
importer may group on one licence application different products, 
as long as they are covered by the same quota and on the condition 
that they were previously liberalized either (a) to O.E.E.C. countries 
only, or (b) to O.E.E.C. countries and the United States and Canada. 
Where imports, though covered by one quota, include articles which 
come into both of the above categories, separate applications must 
be made for each category, 


Licence applications on form AC must be supported by returns 
of the imports made by the applicant during 1956, of the products 
covered by the tariff numbers figuring on the licence applications. 
For agricultural products, however, which are covered by Quotas 
Nos. 1-15 and 17, returns must be made for the years 1955 and 1956. 
The returns must be in the prescribed form and must be certified by 
the Banque domiciliataire and will list the import licences and certifi- 
cates which were actually granted and cleared by the customs author- 
ities. The importer must put in the top right-hand corner of the 
licence application the words ‘References jointes,’ or, if there has been 
no previous trade, ‘Pas de references.’ 


Every importer who is the sole concessionnaire or representative 
of a foreign firm must also submit a pro-forma invoice with his applica- 
tion. In the case of industrial equipment applicants who had no 
previous trade must attach relevant documents showing the type of 
machinery to be imported and its ultimate destination, together with 
a pro-forma invoice. 

Importers whose goods were subject to a contract in force on 
June 18, 1957, should, in addition, submit documentary evidence 
of this. In considering these applications, the conditions and the size 
of the contract will be taken into account as well as the amount of 
previous trade. 


Importers are advised that where more than one application for a 
licence of a value of 200,000 French francs or less is submitted for 
the same product and coming from the same country, only one such 
application will be considered. 

The deposit of 50 per cent. must be made at the time when the 
dossier de domiciliation is opened with the Bank.

Increased Duty on Non-Essential Imports 


By pecree No. 2145, of July 11, oe in the Costa Rican 
Official Gazette of July 18 and effective from that date, the rate used 
for converting import values to Costa Rican currency for the purpose 
of calculating the ad valorem duty on non-essential imports (i.e. those 
which are paid for in free market exchange) has been changed to the 
free market rate of Colones 6-65 to the United States dollar. Previously 
the official rate of Colones 5-67 to the dollar was used for all imports; 
this rate will now be applicable to imports of essential goods only. 

It is estimated that this change will mean an increase of approxi- 
mately 14 per cent. in the duties on non-essential imports. 


Review of Customs Duties on Some Files 
of Iron or Steel 


THE INDUSTRIAL Development Authority of the Irish Republic 
have completed their investigation of the customs duties on certain 
files of iron or steel (tariff Ref. 83/3 of the Irish Republic’s Customs 
and Excise Tariff) and have recommended that the present rates of 
duty (see below) be retained.

Import Control of Fowl and 
Turkeys 


UNDER THE Canadian Orders in Council P.C. 1957-955 and P.C. 
1957-956 imports of ‘fowl’ and ‘turkeys’ gwill in future be subject to 
licence under the Export and Import Permits Act. It is thought that 
import licences will be given only very sparingly, if at all. The controls 
came into force on July 17. 

‘Fowl’ for this purpose means ‘mature birds that have no soft flexible 
cartilage at the posterior end of the breast bone or keel,’ and includes both 
hens and roosters. The control covers only the class of bird known tech- 
nically as ‘fowl’; it does not cover the kinds of poultry known as chickens, 
geese, ducks, guinea-fowl, etc., nor does it extend to fowl meat incorporated 


in soups, pies, etc 
The turkey control does not extend to turkey meat rated in pies,

etc. General Import Permits have been issued allowing the import without 
specific licence of: 
(1) Fowl: (a) not exceeding four for each non-commercial importation; 
) pure-bred fowl for the com pe hong of stock; 
(c) in jars or cans of 10 pounds or less.

‘Made in Canada’ Rulings 


THE CUSTOMS DIVISION of the Canadian Department of National 
Revenue have recently announced the following ruling:

Hand-operated Hydraulic Industrial Jacks, with rated lifting 
capacities from 12 tons up to and including 50 tons, except: 
1. Centre-hole Pullers; 
2. Remote control models having the pump and jacking cylinder as 
separate units. (Ruling effective August 9, 1957). 
Note: Hand-operated Hydraulic Industrial Jacks with rated lifting 
capacities up to and including 12 tons are already ruled to be of a class 
or kind made in Canada. 


BRITISH HONDURAS 
Goods Exempted from Entry Tax 


THE ENTRY TAX on Goods Ordinance, 1948, imposes a tax in 
respect of the value of goods imported into British Honduras at the 
rate of two per cent. with a minimum tax of ten cents, except in the 
case of articles used as food for human consumption, when the entry 
tax is one per cent. with a minimum of ten cents.

Import Licensing Changes 


THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Trade, Mr. J. McEwen, announced 
on July 31 a number of import licensing changes, to operate from 
August 1. 

Fifty-six commodities are to be licensed on the basis of ‘sales 
replacement’ — that is, licences will be issued to each pal , 
accordance with his ability to sell. This method of licensing is alread 
being introduced for motor vehicles (see the Board of Trade Fomteal 
for May 3, page 1004, and May 10, page 1073), and the same principle 
is already ‘being followed for the tobacco and tractor industries. Mr. 
McEwen said that this method provided safeguards against speculative 
licences and the importation of quantities of goods far in excess of 
current needs. It would not be possible fully to implement this new 
method immediately as it would be some little time before importers 
could demonstrate their ability to sell in the competitive situation that 
would exist when imports of the goods concerned were sufficient to 
meet all current needs. 

Other changes which have been made with effect from August 1 
include the simplification of the licensing of petroleum products, 
increases in quotas for some Category A goods, and an extension of 
the principle of licensing on a ‘world’ basis to more commodities. 
There has been no general change in quota levels and Mr. McEwen 
said that any comprehensive review of imports must await develop- 
ments in the new export season.

New Open General Licence 


A Notice published in the Board of Trade Yournal on July 26, page 
217, gave some details of the expected changes in the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland import programme for the six months 
period beginning July 1, 1957. 

The actual programme showing the value of all the quotas allocated 
for this period has not yet been received, but Government Notice 
No. 176 of 1957 gives details of a new open general licence which 
brings into effect the changes which were expected. All dollar goods 
for which import licences have hitherto been freely given have been 
placed on this open general licence together with certain additions 
including cigarettes, rough and cut diamonds, toilet preparations, 
furniture, sports goods, gramophone records, field glasses and fruit 
juices. The ‘prohibited’ list of goods for which import licences are 
required from all sources (see Board of Trade Journal of November 10, 
1956) has been amended by Government Notice No. 177 of 1957 which 
deletes motor vehicles assembled from parts manufactured in the 
United States or Canada. (Direct imports of cars from these terri- 
tories remain subject to quota restrictions.) 

The new open general licence also provides for all imports from 
0.E.E.C. countries with the exception of second-hand clothing and 
the goods on the ‘prohibited’ list, to enter freely in the same way as 
all goods from the sterling area.

Import Control Relaxations 


THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA Minister of Economic Affairs 
announced last week further relaxations in import control. 

A copy of the official statement has not yet been received but our 
Trade Commissioner at Pretoria understands that importers will, on 
application, be granted additional consumer goods quotas to the 
extent of 6% per cent. of their 1948 imports. Taking into account the 
quotas totalling 534 per cent. of 1948 imports already announced for 
1957, this latest concession means that a Union importer of consumer 
goods may now import up to 60 per cent. by value of his 1948 imports. 

Further concessions relating to the motor trade were also announced 
at the same time. Cars having a f.o.b. value of not more than £600 
and retailing in the coastal areas of the Union at more than £800 can 
now be imported on a replacement basis. In addition initial quotas 
will be granted for cars having a f.o.b. value of more than £600.
